Wab-thekeek, Arrapeen and 
San-pitech were entirely out of the quer | 
tion, Little Soldicr was directed and 
authorized to rale the atmosphere that 
gave breath, the lauds which gave roots, 
the plains which gave rabbits, and the 
wild woods that afforded game and fruit 
to the aborigines. These, all these, were 
to be under the control of Little Soldier. | 

Very complimertary lessons were read | 
hy the Saperinteudeut on principles of 
moral. ty. The officials present were compli- 
mented on their abstemiousness. And the 
(Great Chief clect was requested to make 
laudmarks for the appetites of his tribe. 
The Secretary of State was congratulated 
hy the Colonel and introduced to the 
Chief on aeegunt of his very abstemious 
habits. Judge a friend of ours, | 
was iutroduced as a paragon of tomper- 
auce, The mischief of the whole affair, | 
however, was that the dignitaries preser.t 
retired entirely nonplused. They knew 
not whether it was intended irony on the 
part of the Superintendent, or actual cou— 
pliment. 

Let the matter be as it may hereafter ah - 
pear, one thing to us all is sure; a Buperio- 
tendent of Indian Affairs should have some | 
knowledge of the character and natural | 
disposition of Iudians. Te select out the 
petty chief of a petty band of a ander- 
ing aud broken tribe, who may perchance 
have thirty or forty warriors around him, 
and so make him the chieftain of not only 
the whole tribe, but the whole country, is 
supremAly ridiculous.” 

If the Superintendent had calculated 
upon a general talk with the tribes, why 
did he not invite the principal chiefs? The 
Utahs of Utah acknowledge Arrapcen as 
their chief; and the Shoshones kuow 
none but Wahaha-keek os theirs. Those 
are the chiefs who should have been invit- 
ed; and we can but conclude that the 
pow-wow at the Hot Sprivogs has been » 
most unaccountable farce. 

With our friend Col. Davis personally 
we are on the very best of terms We 
still, however, cling to our opinions that 
the choice of superintendents and agents 
in Indian matters should be made from 
the classes who have some little know- 
ledgb of Indian manners and customs. 

What the results of the great talk may 
turn out to be we know not. Doubtless, 
in the first place, all the Utahs, Pab- 
Utahs, Shoshones, &c., &c., in the Terri- 
tory will claim au equal proportion of 
preseuts with Little Soldier and his band. 
Aud what au account the superintendent 
will have to reckon in that event. 

Further, although Democracy is on the 
wano with white men, it still nestics in 
the bosoms of the aborigines. Iu fact, it 
may be conskicred indigenous to the soil. 
By virtue of that inhcreat sentiment they 
will doubtless claim the pririlege of se- 
lecting their own chiefs. 

The particular objects of the Hot 
Spring talk have not yet Leen made ap- 
parent. la the portbern, southern and 
western parts of the Territory there are 
to bo found felis of weeful labor for eu 
perintendents and agents. 

In our humble opinion the actual chiefs 
of the tribes which surrounded us should 
be frst called wpon and their influence 
asked to bring about peaceable relations 
between the settlers, the emigrants and 
the natives.
